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This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of 
the university and the laboratory school libraries for the past fiscal 
year. Facts and figures for the Department of Library Science are 
excluded except for books added and statistics of use for the reading 
room. 


1, Statistics - Details for all categories are shown on the fol- 
lowing pages. Generally, however, the past year was one of considerable 
expansion in most respects, and a few comparisons with the previous 
year are pertinent. 


In total numbers, the staff changed very little. There were 20% 
professional positions compared to 19 in 1967-68. The civil service 
staff was larger by only 4 of a position. Expenditures for books in- 
creased from $281,263.58 to $306,710.82. The total book collection 
(including the Laboratory School libraries) now totals 250,753 volumes. 
This is a very modest total for a university of this size, and especially 
so for one which grants baccalaureate degrees in 43 subjects, master's 
degrees in 28, and which is planning to offer a doctorate in two fields 
within four or five years. On the other hand, the collection has grown 
about 67 per cent in the last four years, and all budget and staff 
resources have been used to the utmost. 


Volumes added, after deducting withdrawals of 2,485, totaled 33,902, 
compared to 26,325 in 1967-68. This represents an increase of 28.78 
per cent. Volumes reclassified from Dewey Decimal to the Library of 
Congress system totaled 12,775 compared to 11,855 in 1967-68, an increase 
of 920 or 7.84 per cent. Thus, the processing staffs (Acquisitions and 
Cataloging and, to a certain extent, Periodicals) had considerably 
greater output with only a slight increase in personnel. Expenditures 
for periodical subscriptions increased from $34,737.19 to $53,224.22, 
a rise of 53.21 per cent. Binding, of which there has been a large 
backlog for years, particularly in Periodicals, increased 46.43 per cent 
with expenditures rising from $13,521.31 to $19,800.00. 


2. Book Selection and Processing - The formula for spending the 
book budget introduced in 1967-68 was continued during 1968-69, but 


several changes were made in it. First, the percentages of the total 
fund assigned to the teaching departments, back issues of periodicals, 
and the general fund were changed from 30, 40, and 30 to 30, 35, and 
35. Second, a few minor changes were made in the weights given to the 
various factors which divide the 30 per cent between the teaching 
departments. Essentially, however, the formula remained much the same 
as in 1967-68. The $100,000.00 supplement to the book budget, granted 
in October, was divided as follows: $2,000.00 to each department, 
$40,000.00 to Periodicals for back issues, and $12,000 to the general 
fund. 
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There were at least two strong complaints made about the division 
of the book fund. These came from the Deans of the Schools of Applied 
Sciences and Business. One was to the effect that small departments 
(in terms of students and faculty) will never earn enough money under 
the formula to overcome their deficits in books, and the other protested 
that those departments, particularly English, which have all university 
required lower division courses profit unfairly under the formula. 


The complaints were carefully considered by the Advisory Council 
to the Director of Libraries and the Library Book Selection Committee, 
and as a result of these deliberations, it was decided that in order to 
help the small departments primarily, a basic grant would be awarded 
to each department before the formula is applied. No change was made, 
however, in counting credit hours earned from lower division courses. 
Upon examination it was found that nine departments, other than English, 
generate more than fifty per cent of their credit hours in 100 level 
courses. It also has been shown that books are quite heavily used by 
students enrolled in such courses. 


In administering the formula, other problems came to light. Several 
departments simply did not make the effort necessary to identify and 
select the books which would improve their collections. Seven of the 
twenty-six, in fact, failed to spend their allotments. In addition, far 
too many continuously requested books which were already in the collection. 
This averaged about 50 per cent for all departments, and despite the 
fact that detailed procedural guidelines accompanied the formula, Attempts 
to correct these irregularities are being made in 1969-70. It should be 
added, however, that several of the departmental representatives were 
most conscientious about their assignments and did excellent jobs of 
book selection. 


The Acquisitions department staff performed in fine fashion in 
spending the largest book budget the institution has ever had. Some 
members doubted that the supplemental budget could be spent during the 
fiscal year, but this was done and approximately one month before the 
cut-off date. 


Despite the fact that the collections of books and journals are 
still considerably below standard, tremendous improvement has been 
made in the past two years. It is particularly apparent in the reference 
collection, the national and trade bibliography section, periodicals 
(both current subscriptions and back issues), the Documents collection, 
and in the Curriculum Laboratory. 


The larger expenditures for books during the past two years have 
resulted in not only many fine additions to the collections but also 
an arrearage of between eight and nine thousand volumes in the catalog 
department. Undoubtedly there would be some arrearage under the best 
of conditions, but at least three facts have contributed to it here: 
(1) the very late arrival of Library of Congress catalog cards; 
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(2) the requirement that the equivalent of three members devote their 
time to reclassification; and (3) the lack of a leader in the depart- 
ment; i.e., the absence of a head cataloger for the second consecutive 
year. Probably little can be done about (1) and (2) immediately, but 
a head catalog librarian has been employed effective November 1, 1969. 
Under the circumstances which prevailed, however, the Catalog depart- 
ment staff performed very well. 


3. Use of the Collections - Three categories of statistics show- 
ing use are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) circulation, and 
(3) patrons' questions answered. Surprisingly enough, total attendance 
for the year was down 1,452 from 1967-68 (from 482,920 to 481,468) or 
. 3 per cent, despite the fact that enrollment increased 801 or 9.5 
per cent (from 8,368 to 9,169, Fall term FTE). The explanation probably 
lies in the fact that 24 fewer seats were available part of the year. 
Attendance records are based on an hourly count of seats occupied, not 
on a head count of persons who enter or leave the library. At certain 
hours during the day and evening the library is congested, and it has 
been observed on a number of occasions that students enter the library 
but leave again for the lack of available seating. The other two 
categories -- circulation and questions -- showed increases of 26.61 
and 19.93 per cent, respectively. There was also a considerable increase 
over the previous year in items borrowed from other libraries. Eight 
hundred and fifty volumes (+39.57 per cent) and seven hundred and forty- 
two Xerox or other photocopies (+48.49 per cent) were purchased. The 
increases in these services show both the inadequacies in our collections 
and a greater need for and use of specialized sources. To expedite this 
service, we should install a teletype unit and/or provide once or twice 
pick-up service to a reasonably near research library. At present, 
however, budget restrictions rule out both proposals. 


4. Physical Rearrangements - The steady growth of the collection 
of books and journals caused the relocation or removal of some chairs 
and tables in order to erect additional shelving. The conference and 
committee room on the third floor was converted into a storage room for 
periodicals. About 10,000 of the lesser used volumes are now shelved 
there, but they remain available to the patrons on one day's notice. 

It is regretted that these changes were necessary, especially in light 
of the fact that the enrollment increases by about 1,000 students 
annually, and more rather than fewer seats should be available. But 
moreof the same changes will be necessary each year until a new building 
is available, possibly in 1973 or 1974. The development of the collec- 
tions is so vital that it cannot be delayed despite the fact that this 
growth will cause further reduction in seating accommodafions in order 
to provide space for additional shelving and staff. 


Considerable internal reorganization took place in both the 
Curriculum Laboratory and the Documents Library. The nature of the 
Curriculum collection changed a great deal in order to respond to the 
needs of the Special Education program. Many of the items needed are 
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not books at all, but instead are games, toys, manipulative devices of 
various sorts, charts, kits, etc. In order to properly display, use, 
and shelve such items different furniture is needed and some such was 
provided but more is needed. The Documents and Legal Reference collec- 
tion has also grown rapidly for several years and last year was no 
exception. Several sections of shelving were added and some seats were 
removed. As is the case now for Periodicals, part of this collection 
probably will have to be placed in a storage area in the near future. 


5. Security Matters - Probably every library expects to lose some 
of its holdings as a result of thefts and to incur some mutilation, 
particularly to periodicals. The turnstile control of the book stacks 
seems to be quite effective as shown by a recent inventory. Only .17 
per cent of the collection was missing. Mutilation of the periodicals 
collection is, however, another matter. Although no collation of all 
volumes has been done, scarcely a day goes by that some issue or volume 
is not found with pages torn or removed. Damage of this sort is hard 
to detect when done because the volumes are on open shelves, and the 
pages removed can be easily concealed. A number of persons guilty of 
these acts were apprehended during the year, however, and replacement 
and rebinding costs were assessed. A portable turnstile will be placed 
at the exit of this room this year, and this will at least make it 
easier to stop persons as they leave and to inspect their notebooks, 
briefcases, etc.

Annual Report, 1967-68 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of the 
university and the campus school libraries for the past fiscal year. 
Facts and figures for the Department of Library Science are excluded 
except for use statistics for the Library Science reading room. 


1. Statistics - As was explained in last year's report, the system 
for collecting use statistics was changed in December, 1966. This was 
done in order to achieve a greater degree of conformity with the pattern 
recommended by the handbook issued by the American Library Association 
and to produce the figures requested annually by the U. S. Office of 
Education and those requested occasionally by other agencies. The new 
pattern furnishes a much more accurate picture of library use but com- 
parisons with figures for earlier years are often difficult and hazardous 
to make, Since, however, there has been little change in reporting 
financial information and growth of the collections, comparisons with the 
previous year are interesting and pertinent, In all such categories there 
was a considerable, and, in some instances, a tremendous increase. The 
professional staff was increased 26.6 per cent. Despite great difficulty 
in recruiting, all positions were filled, although during Winter quarter 
one person served only half-time, This could not have been accomplished 
had we not been permitted to use several faculty wives and another 
person on a temporary basis, All were qualified librarians, however, 
and all rendered excellent service. The Civil Service staff was 
increased 61.7 per cent. Four and one-half positions were granted on a 
temporary basis and four of these were added only at mid-year. Consider- 
able turnover in this category of personnel--due largely to graduation 
of student husbands--caused problems but generally we are well satisfied 
with the performance of our library clerks and technical assistants. 

It will be noted that the Civil Service staff has grown much more 
rapidly than the professional staff. There are at least three reasons 
for this. First, it results from acceptance of the idea that many 
library operations, particularly parts of processing and circulation, 
can be performed adequately and less expensively by experienced clerks, 
Second, the national shortage of trained ligrarians precludes any great 
expansion of the professional staff, And, third, an effort has been 
made (not entirely with success, to be sure) to replace student 
employees with full-time clerical workers, 


More dramatic perhaps than the increase in staff members were the 
increases in amounts spent for books and back issues of periodicals, 
The first figure was increased 209 per cent and the latter 290 per cent 
over the previous year. Some of the items purchased have not yet been 
received and processed but by June 30th, 19,594 volumes had been added to 
the university cataloged book collection (an increase of 59.7 per cent 
over last year) and 4,399 bound volumes of periodicals (a 198 per cent 
increase) were added. Other highlights were the addition of 828 
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periodical subscriptions (an increase of 37 per cent in the total list) 
and 7,562 volumes to the Documents and Legal Reference collection (an 
increase of 67 per cent over the previous year.) Total additions of 
cataloged and bound volumes number 34,837 for the year as opposed to 
20,226 in the previous year, an increase of 14,611 or 72.2 per cent. 


When compared with the few past years for which statistics are 
available, the totals and percentages reported above represent new highs 
in all categories, Despite these gains, the book collection is deficient 
in total volumes and conspicuously weak in several disciplines. When 
the application for federal aid (Higher Education Act, Title II) was 
filed in the spring of 1968, it was found that, in quantitative terms, 
the book collection was 40,1 per cent below standard (computation based 
on the June 30th, 1967 book count and fall, 1967 enrollment figure). 

The standards used in this instance are essentially the same as those 
approved by the American Library Association. If, instead of the above 
standards, those adopted for the new state college campuses in California 
are used (i.e. 40 volumes per student), our position is still worse-- 

55.8 per cent below standard, It is doubtful that our relative position 
will improve much in the next few years, With annual enrollment increases 
of 1,000-1,200 anticipated, to show much improvement would require an 
addition of more than 50,000 volumes each year. In terms of staff 

numbers we do not have this capability and we have building space for 
only about one more normal year's acquisitions, 


There is one other statistic worthy of mention. For the years 
1956/57 through 1966/67, the percentages of the total library budgets 
spent for salaries and wages have varied from 58 per cent to 79.8 per 
cent with the average being 72.16 per cent. For the same years, the 
percentages of the budget spent for books and periodicals (current sub- 
scriptions and back issues) have ranged from 16.5 per cent to 36.4 per 
cent with the average being 24.96 per cent. For two years it has been 
our objective to decrease the former to below fifty per cent and increase 
the latter to that figure or higher. Essentially this goal was reached 
this year, Staff salaries and wages totaled 45,64 per cent of the total 
budget and the amount spent for books and periodicals was 49.49 per 
cent. It is not certain that the percentage for staff costs can be 
maintained at this reduced level, as desirable as it would be, The work- 
load in several departments is excessive and the stress has been great, 
Several of the public service departments are understaffed but have 
been getting by because the largest part of the student body is made up 
of underclassmen who do not expect a great deal of service, however much 
they may need it, But this situation will change in the years immediate- 
ly ahead, particularly as more graduate students are enrolled and more 
research-minded faculty members are employed, The latter groups will 
need and will insist upon both a better library collection and better 
service, 


2. Physical rearrangements and space needs. Since faculty members 
involved in book selection increasingly used the national and trade 


bibliography, sometimes at hours when the Acquisitions and Cataloging 
departments were not open, these volumes were moved to a corner of the 
Reference department where they are readily accessible at all hours that 
the library is open, The vacated area between the Acquisitions and 
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Cataloging departments will be converted to office space for the 
Acquisitions staff next year, The holding shelves for books waiting 
the arrival of Library of Congress cards were moved to an area-between. 
the Cataloging and Reference departments and the vacated-space now 
houses the IBM card punch machines and operators. The unpacking and 
checking of book shipments is also done in this area, New shelving was 
added in both the Periodicals Room and in the Circulation Department, 
In both instances seats for readers had to be either rearranged, com- 
pressed, or removed, This will be a crucial matter because the building 
is already seriously sub-standard in terms of seating. Presently there 
are 910 seats available, enough for only 10.87 per cent of the student 
body. American Library Association standards specify that there should 
be seats for 33.33 per cent of the student body. 


An additional office enclosure was purchased and installed in the 
Periodicals Room, The approximately 800 volumes of local and regional 
history and other unusual or rare volumes which previously had been 
shelved in the Special Collections room on the third floor have now been 
cataloged and removed to the small room in the basement formerly 
occupied by the Director and staff of the “International Understanding 
Office", Aithough these volumes are still segregated from the main 
book stacks, they are near the Circulation Department and can be more 
easily serviced by that staff. The room on the third floor formerly 
designated as Special Collections is now used for staff and committee 
meetings, an occasional seminar, as an office for the Library Systems 
Analyst, and by the Library Science students for typing catalog cards, 
etc. 


The shortage of seating and theitmminent filling of all book shelves 
have been mentioned earlier, The staff and the Director have been aware 
of these problems for several years, Accordingly, the members of the 
Library Physical Rearrangements Committee have devoted much time during 
the past year and a half to the study of these problems and they 
prepared a request for a new library building to be funded during the 
1969-71 biennium and submitted it to the Council on Campus Planning and 
Usage on two different occasions, the last time on February 23, 1968, 
The Council, however, assigned this project to the 1971-73 biennium, 
Assuming that the legislature appropriates the funds in 1971, it undoubt- 
edly will be late 1973 or early 1974 before a new building can be 
occupied. This delay will make necessary emergency measures of some 
sort. These have not yet been worked out but proposals will be offered 
in the early fall of 1968, 


Mention should also be made of the library facilities in the new 
campus school building. In the old building, the Elementary Library was 
on the second floor and the High School Library was on the third. Space 
was inadequate in both libraries, In the new building the two libraries 
are adjacent to each other and space for an Audio-Visual Service has 
been provided, There will be a professional person in each part. In 
keeping with a recent trend toward greater integration of library and 
audio-visual services in the public schools, the new facility has been 
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designated the "Learning Resources Center."' The operation and services 
of the new center will be observed with considerable interest, 


3. Data Processing. With the appointment of a computer center 
head and staff and the rental and purchase of much new equipment during 
the summer of 1967, data processing activities on the campus were greatly 
expanded. The library had had a staff committee on automation for more 
than a year but had no concrete plans to use data processing procedures. 
When, however, the above development made such operations possible, plans 
were made, largely by Mr. Whitehead in conjunction with the computer 
center staff, to automate part of the acquisitions procedures. It was 
decided to start with this department because it was here that the greatly 
increased book budget would have its first impact. It wasn't until 
January that the programs were operational, and although numerous 
problems have arisen, at present the order file, the in-process list, 
book budgets, and the accession list are all controlled by the computer. 
These developments came none too soon and without them the Acquisitions 
department probably would have been completely overwhelmed, It is 
hoped that in the future other data processing procedures can be under- 
taken which will yield greater efficiency and output in library operations, 


4. Book Selection. During 1966-67 the Library Book Selection 
Committee developed a book selection policy and, as a part of it, a 
formula for spending the book budget.(1) The latter was applied during 
the 1967-68 fiscal year, Under this formula, the book budget was 
divided into three parts, as follows: 30 per cent to the twenty-six 
teaching departments; 40 per cent reserved for back issues of periodicals, 
and 30 per cent kept in the general fund and spend by the library staff 
for specific purposes, The 30 per cent assigned to the teaching depart- 
ments was divided among them on the basis of precise and objective data, 
as follows: (1)number and level of courses, (2)number of student majors, 
(3)number of faculty members, (4)number of books on the particular 
subject published during the previous year, and (5)the average cost of 
such books, Points were assigned to each factor and these were trans- 
lated into percentages which determined the share of the 30 per cent of 
the book fund which was alloted to each department, Certain amounts were 
deducted from the total book budget first and assigned to those depart- 
ments which had or were planning new graduate programs, Each department 
has a library representative who coordinates the selection of books 
within the department, These same representatives share in the selection 
of back issues of periodicals but no specific allotments were granted 
to departments because some of the factors mentioned above which deter- 
mined allotments for the purchase of books, specifically average costs 
and production figures, were not applicable to periodicals, It seems 
safe to say that generally both groups--the library staff and the 
teaching faculty-were reasonably well satisfied with the new method of 
spending the book fund and it is to be continued in slightly modified

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form during 1968-69. There were, however, problems and complaints on 
both sides, Even though each department had more money for books than 
it had ever had before, certain faculty members resented the fact that 
other departments had more money than their department had despite the 
rather objective basis for the division, At the other extreme, one 
department spent only about one-half of its allotment and several 
others certainly were not judicious in spending theirs, These are 
common weaknesses of formulas which assign specific amounts to depart- 
ments for book purchases, The library staff, particularly the 
Acquisitions Department, incurred a great amount of extra work as a 
result of the formula, Forty-two budgets (counting divisions of the 
general fund) rather than one had to be maintained on an almost daily 
basis and if the computer program for doing this had not been developed, 
this could not have been done, 


5. Miscellaneous Comments, A correction should made in one 
statement appearing in the 1966-67 report. It was stated that as of 
September 1, 1967, a total of 111 or .5 per cent of the 21,961 books 
classified by the Library of Congress Classification were missing. 
Further checking revealed, however, that only 37 or .173 per cent were 
actually missing. The Library of Congress Collection, now totaling 
52,758 volumes, is being inventoried again at this time.

Annual Report, 1966-67 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of the 


university and the campus school libraries for the vast fiscal year. Facts 
and figures for the Department of Library Science are excluded except for 
use statistics for the Library Science Library. 


I. 


Improvements, changes, and developments of the past year: 


A. It was obvious a year ago that our statistical records as they relate 
to holdings, use, and financial details were inadequate. This was apparent 
particularly when we attempted to complete the questionnaires forwarded 
by the U. S. Office of Education, the American Library Association, the 
CSCU, and various colleges and universities. It was also timely to re- 
study the statistical Been because, in 1966, the American Library Associa- 
tion issued a handbook* containing recommendations on library statistics 
for colleges and universities. Accordingly, the local system was revised 
somewhat and patterned after the above mentioned manual and the various 
questionnaires. Henceforth much time will be saved in preparing statis- 
tical reports. It should be added, however, that the revised forms for 
recording statistics of use were not completed until fall and that the 
reports for certain devartments (page12) are incomplete from July through 
November. It should also be pointed out that due to physical rearrange- 
ments during the summer of 1966, the number of seats available in two 
departments--Circulation and Reference--changed drastically. Seating 

was greatly reduced in the first mentioned department and increased in 
the latter. Likewise, the change from closed to open stacks for the cir- 
culating book collection has undoubtedly affected the circulation statis- 
tics. In 1965-66, 99,537 volumes were charged whereas in 1966-67, only 
94,625 were checked out. It is likely, however, that this does not prove 
that fewer books were read by students. Probably the opposite is the case, 
but in the closed stack system the students had to identify the books 
desired from the card catalog, ask for them at the desk, and charge them 
before examining them. A card catalog is not an ideal interpreter of the 
contents of books and it was observed that numerous books requested were 
only briefly examined and soon returned. Now, however, that the students 
have direct access to the shelves, they examine the books before leaving 
the stacks and, therefore, charge only the ones actually needed. For the 
reasons mentioned, then, comparisons of the statistics reported on page 11 
with those contained in earlier reports must be made with extreme caution.

B. The departments on the basement and first floors were almost completely 
rearranged during the summer of 1966. The Circulation Department and the 
book stacks which had occupied parts of both floors heretofore were con- 
solidated on the lower floor. The stacks were opened and a turnstile to 
control the entrance and exit was installed. These changes reduced the 
number of student staff required, made supervision easier, closed the many 
"leaks" or holes which existed in the supposedly closed stacks and permitted 
all users direct access to the book collection. Demco charging machines 
were also installed, thus doing away with the many unreadable student signa- 
tures which had caused numerous difficulties in the past. The charging 
policies and procedures have worked quite well. Many persons, both faculty 
and students, commented favorably on the open stacks and although two 
faculty members expressed dissent when the turnstile was installed, all 
others adjusted quickly to the new procedures and the problems involved 

have been minimal. 


There was considerable speculation about whether or not the rate of book 
losses would be higher after the stacks were opened. No inventory has 
been taken since 1960 so it is not known how many books were lost in recent 
years. In reclassifying the collection, the catalogers are finding, how- 
ever, that quite a few volumes are missing. When or how they were removed 
is not known but until the rearrangements of 1966, it was not difficult 
for students to enter the stacks unobserved at several points even though 
it was presumed to be a closed stack system. As a partial check on what 
has happened since the stacks were opened in August, 1966 and the single 
entrance and exit has been controlled by a turnstile, an inventory was 
taken of books added or reclassified since September, 1966. These volumes 
were easy to identify because they had been classified and cataloged by 
the Library of Congress System and were shelved separately from the books 
with Dewey Class numbers. This collection totaled 21,961 volumes and as 
of Sentember 1, 1967, 111 or .5 per cent were missing. This is a higher 
figure than was expected because it was assumed that we had an air-tight 
exit control and the student staff had been instructed to carefully check 
the contents of all brief cases, et cetera. As a partial explanation it 
should be said that even though the stacks were opened in August the 
turnstile was not delivered and installed until about December 1. During 
the entire fall quarter, therefore, checking procedures at the exit were 
hampered by the fact that there was no sure way of stopping people. The 
loss of even this small a number of books is a serious problem, however, 
and more attention will be given to it this year. 


Other building changes completed in 1966 included removing the Reference 
Department to a central position on the first floor and providing it with 
more shelves and additional space for staff. The card catalog was relocated 
directly adjacent to the reference desk. It is here that patrons start 
their search for library materials and also the place where staff assistance 
should always be available because probably no more than fifty per cent 

of the student body can use a card catalog with accuracy. The Reserve 

Book Room was moved from the third floor to the first in the former Reference 
Department. Many students have to read reserve books and this service 
should be as near the main entrance as possible. The Catalog Department 

was relocated and the floor space assigned to it was approximately doubled. 
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The Acquisitions Department was also moved and given some additional space 
but this area is still crowded and the staff in this department will be 
handicapped considerably this year. The Documents Library, previously lo- 
cated in the basement was moved to the third floor where the Reserve Room 
had been. It is apparent that the above-mentioned building changes have 
provided a much more functional alignment of departments and services to 
students have been improved. 


C. Early in 1966, the proposal was made to President Knoblauch that the 
library change from the Dewey Decimal to the Library of Congress classifi- 
cation system and that. all books now classed by Dewey be reclassified. 

This proposal was offered in the belief thst it would speed up processing 
of new books, the slowness of which would be a serious problem as the book 
budget increases in the future years. The proposal was approved effective 
September 1, 1966 and positions for two additional catalogers for reclas- 
sification work were granted. This change is in keeping with what is going 
on in small and medium-sized libraries throughout the country. In fact, 

it seems safe to say that nearly all collegiate libraries, except those so 
large that reclassification is out of the question, will be using the Library 
of Congress system soon. The prediction that processing would be speeded 
up has proven to be correct. In 1965-66, three and one-half persons pro- 
cessed 10,854 volumes (added and withdrawn) while in 1966-67, five persons 
processed 23,367 volumes (added, withdrawn, and reclassified.) It is be- 
lieved that the rate of processing can be increased even more in the next 
year or two, especially if data processing procedures can be instituted 

as is the intention now. 


D. A number of new policies were worked out and put into effect during 
the year. Book selection, always a knotty problem in a university li- 
brary, and especially so when the budget is limited and many new instruc- 
tional programs are begun, was a matter of great concern. No written 
policy existed and it was difficult to understand, let alone explain to 
an outsider, how book funds were snvent. So, after many months of study 
of policies of other institutions and discussions by the staff book selec- 
tion committee and the Advisory Council to the Director of Libraries, a 
new system which involved definite allocations to instructional departments 
based on a formula, as well as reserved amounts for staff selections and 
back issues of periodicals, was instituted July 1, 1967. The new policy 
is too long to review in detail here but anyone interested can receive a 
copy of it by calling the Library Office. This policy will be reviewed 
at the end of the year and undoubtedly some changes will have to be made. 
But we now have for the first time a written policy which makes clear to 
all concerned how the book funds are spent. 


1966-67 marked the first time that there was a full-time qualified person 

in charge of the Curriculum Laboratory and it seemed to be a logical time to 
evaluate its purposes and functions, its organization and services, and 

the scope of the collection. Here again a written policy has been formu- 
lated which will promote a more even develooment; to a great extent it 

has already done so. Space limitations will be a serious problem in this 
department in the next year or two but it is hoped that additional space 
requested for the 1969-71 biennium will solve it. 
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A written policy for the administration of the campus school libraries was 
prepared and put into effect. The responsibility for directing these 
libraries is shared between the Principal of the Campus School and the 
Director of Libraries. Now that these libraries will soon remove to a 
more distant location and have a more integrated and expanded program, it 
was timely to reconsider the policies controlling them. 


E. The work of the library staff committees is worthy of comment. All 
problems, proposed changes, et cetera, are first dealt with by one or more 
of these committees. Of the six committees, the ones involved with book 
selection and physical rearrangement were especially active. The former 
developed the formula for the division of the book fund which went into 
effect July 1, 1967. It also prepared a draft of a book selection policy 
and acted on many problems regarding selection and placement of materials 
in the collections. Many additional problems await this committee's at- 
tention during the coming year, the most important of which will be a 
continuous evaluation of the formula for spending the book fund. 


The physical rearrangements prepared the plans for reorganization of the 
Periodicals Room on the second floor. These plans called for the conver- 
sion from closed to open stacks, an expansion of the shelving, and inter- 
spersing the seating and shelving throughout the room. The plans were 
approved by the Council on Campus Planning and Usage and the President 
during the spring quarter and the entire rearrangement was completed by 
August 25. With this change, the library's only large collections~-the 
main stacks and the periodicals--have been changed from closed to open 
stacks. Not only will these changes permit us to operate with a slightly 
smaller student staff but--most important--user satisfaction should be 
greatly increased. 


The committee on automation was largely inactive until the appointment of 

a head of the campus computer center and the arrival of the IBM 360 com- 
puter. There was a willingness on the part of the computer center staff 

to deal with library problems almost immediately so many meetings and much 
planning was done during the spring quarter. Key 2unches and printed forms 
are now on order, punch operators have been selected and trained and so 

it is very possible that a number of the acquisitions procedures will be 
performed by the computer during the fall quarter. It is hoped that some- 
thing can be done with the cataloging and serial operations during the 
coming year and that later the circulation procedures can be automated. 

It was recognized two years ago that simpler and less expensive proce- 

dures must be found for processing and charging operations. It is especially 
timely that they be instituted now in light of the fact that the book bud- 
get has been greatly increased and the supply of qualified librarians is 
entirely insufficient to perform these operations by the traditional methods. 


F., Miscellaneous comments. The main card catalog which heretofore had 
been a dictionary catalog was divided into an author-title and a subject 
catalog on opposing sides. This change reduces the number of cards that 
the searcher must scan and nermits more rapid filing by the cataloging 
staff. This catalog has also been refiled into a strictly alphabetical 
order thus ignoring the many exceptions to the alphabetical rule usually 
observed. Here again, it is believed that it will be an easier catalog 
for the students to use. 
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An oricntatiou program for the civil service personnel was conducted. 
Several of the clerks had expressed an interest in knowing more about 
operations in other library departments so they could understand how 
their work contributed to the entire library operation. So, during 

the winter quarter, each department head devoted one hour to a tour 
and discussion of his department for the benefit of the clerical staff. 


G. Problems ahead. The Physical Rearrangements Committee prepared 

and forwarded to the Council on Campus Planning and Usage a request 

for an additional library building for the 1969-71 biennium. Much 

more planning and work with the Council and the university administration 
must be done during the coming year. It will, in fact, be the year's 
most important task because our present facilities will soon be woe- 
fully inadequate and even a delay in the fulfillment of this request 
could have serious consequences for the development of this library. 


Recruiting of staff has been and probably will continue to be a serious 
problem. We will start this year with three professional and three 
clerical positions unfilled and it is doubtful if the first mentioned 
ones can be filled during the year. We are, however, permitted to use 
two faculty wives; without them we would be definitely understaffed.

Annual Report, 1965-66 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of the 
university library, the campus school libraries, and the Department of Library 
Science, 


This was a busy year for the university library staff. With a change in 
directors due to Miss Swofford's retirement, it seemed to be an appropriate time 
to assess and evaluate past practices and to make preparation for the future 
development of the library which must come if the rapidly increasing enrollment 
is to have adequate library service. 


A number of changes were made during the year or decided upon and to be 
effective the next year, as follows: 


1. Library of Congress cards for all films owned by the Audio-Visual 
Department were filed into the main catalog in the library. Later perhaps cards 
for other items will be added also. 


2. Lending regulations were liberalized in order that public school 
teachers and students in the area, and citizens in the community and area could 
use the library's resources. 


3. A Xerox 914 copier was installed on a rental basis in the periodicals 
room to fill a long standing need for inexpensive copies from books and periodi- 
cals and of separate sheets, [It is hoped that this copier will prove to be an 
alternative to mutilation of periodicals and books. 


4. A small separate collection of books was purchased solely for extension 
classes. The required funds were provided by the Extension division. These 
books may be checked by instructors and kept at the extension centers for an 
entire term. 


5. At the request of the Illinois State Library, this institution agreed 
to provide library storage space for pre-1871 county court records from counties 
in the Military Tract. The libraries of certain other state universities are 
storing similar records from counties in their areas, 


6. Library service on Sundays during the academic terms was extended by 
opening the Circulation Department, Periodicals Room and the Reference Department 
as well as the Reserve Library, Formerly only the latter department had been 
open, This was done in response to numerous student requests and it has resulted 
in heavy attendance in the library on Sundays, 


7. The code on student attire was amended by the university Council on 
Student Welfare to permit the wearing of shorts and slacks in the library after 
5:00 p.m. on weekdays and on Saturdays and Sundays. This action again was taken 
following many student (particularly girls’) requests and supported by petitions 
signed by 2,200 members of the student body. The girls who requested the change 
in person stated that under the old rule they had to dress up again in the 
evening in order to come to the library. Their practice had been to change to 
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casual clothing after their last class each day and they wished to come to the 
library in the same attire. This change, too, has resulted in increased attend- 
ance and has not resulted in any noticeably unbecoming behavior as some feared 
that it might. 


8. Library staff committees were organized to study present library policies 
and develop new ones where needed. A number of decisions were made and approved 
by higher administrative officials to be effective during the coming year, as 
follows: 


a. Building alterations. The Circulation Department and the entire 
circulating book collection will be moved to the basement and the stacks will be 
open rather than closed. Many students and faculty have asked for this change. 
It is believed that it will increase circulation and decrease the cost of 
operation. New Demco charging machines will be rented. These will give legible 
Signatures for all charges rather than the many unreadable hand written ones that 
have resulted in the past. The Reserve Library will be moved from the third to 
first floor, the Documents and Legal Reference Library from the basement to the 
third floor, and the Reference Department will occupy the space formerly assigned 
to the first floor circulation desk. The card catalog will be relocated nearer 
the Reference Department, The Acquisitions Department and the Catalog Depart- 
ments will exchange locations and both have additional space. 


b. The classification system for all books except those in the Library 
Science Library, the Curriculum Laboratory, and the Campus School Libraries will 
be changed from Dewey Decimal to Library of Congress. This new system will permit 
faster processing at less cost. 


Even though these changes have been or will be made, there are other improve- 
ments needed. The three most important ones are (1) to provide more space for 
readers, books, and staff, (2) to improve book and periodical collections, and 
(3) to automate as many routine procedures as possible. The first will require 
an addition to the present building or a second one, The second will require a 
greatly increased budget as will the third. As one looks over the library budgets 
for the last ten years, he is impressed with two facts: (1) they have been 
extremely modest for an institution of this size and type and (2) too large a 
percentage has been spent on staff services and too little on books, journals 
and other materials,

Submitted herewith is the annual report for the University Library, 
which includes the Laboratory School Libraries. A record on file in the 
library office, covering the period 1940 through 1965 shows that the 
Library has each year increased expenditures and holdings. The greatest 
increase has come during the period 1960-61 through 196-65. 


Total expenditures have doubled in the last five years. More than 
three times as much was spent for books, periodicals and microtext in 
196-65 as in 1960-61. However, because of the great increase in the cost 
of books, periodical subscriptions and other materials, the Library is far 
short of the resources which should be available to a student body of 5,000 
and a faculty necessary to instruct a group of this size. The budget is par- 
ticularly deficient in the item for contractual services, to which current 
periodical subscriptions must be charged. As the following table shows, no 
great gain has been made in the number of current subscriptions. 


The increase in professional staff from 10 in 1960-61 to 13 in 196-65, 
is entirely inadeyate. The staff is not large enough to provide professional 
service at all desks where needed during all the hours the Library is open. 
More library science teachers are needed. Our most immediate need is for 
additional technical processes personnel in order to speed up preparation 
of new books. The increase in clerical staff from 2 to 10, plus a student 
help budget approximately two-and-one-half times the 1960-61 budget, has 
made it possible to give at least minimum standard service.

Our statistics for the year 1964/65 reflect the gradual expansion of 
the cataloging staff, Although the professional staff remained at two, as in the 
previous year, and moreover suffered the loss of an experienced assistant and the 
training of her replacement, the volume of new books processed continued to 
increase. A comparison of figures shows that the total number of volumes added 
in 1964/65 was nearly ten percent greater than in 1963/64, with close to an 
eighteen percent increase in new titles added, and a corresponding decrease in 
added volumes (chiefly continuations and multiple-volume sets) and in added copies. 


It is possible to explain this increase partly on the basis of our 
increase in clerical staff. Almost exactly at the beginning of the 1964/65 year 
a trained clerk was transferred to the Catalog Department from the Order 
Department. Shortly thereafter a new clerk was placed at our disposal, While 
circumstances forced us to relinquish her after two months, she helped us catch 
up On various arrearages so that our volume of work could increase significantly. 
The Head of the Department, who worked only half-time during the winter and spring 
quarters for academic reasons, was able to delegate various time-consuming 
statistical and revising duties to the chief clerk of the department, a veteran 
of over five years. 


The training of the new clerks to handle all mending except for 
unusual problems has brought about an enormous increase of repairs done in this 
Department: 2,324, as compared to 792 in 1963/64. Furthermore, our one student 
assistant, with two years' experience, working throughout the year, did most of 
our catalog filing as well as the stamping, pasting and labeling of new books. 


The present cataloging assistant does nearly all of the cataloging 
with Library of Congress cards, as well as much of the original cataloging 
required when printed cards are not available. All these shifts of work 
responsibility leave the Head of the Department considerably freer to attend to 
organizational problems and to do spot checking, revising of all cataloging, and 
general trouble shooting. 


A special job handled by the department during the year was the 
transferral of 2,332 volumes from the classified stacks to the documents 
collection, These volumes were not removed from the accession records, but all 
catalog cards pertaining to them were removed from the catalog and considered on 
their individual merits in the matter of future catalog entries. Roughly half of 
the titles had their cards re-marked "Documents Collection" and were returned to 
the catalog. The rest were entirely withdrawn from our catalog. However, the 
shelf cards for all have been retained in the Department, with appropriate notes 
@8 to disposal of both volumes and corresponding cards. 
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Another special job was the fitting of Mylar sheaths marked "Reference" 
to about four-fifths of the catalog cards referring to titles either completely 
or partially housed in the Reference Collection. Much of this work was accomplished 
during Christmas vacation. The rest went on during quiet moments in the daily 
routine, 


There was an important decrease in the number of microform titles 
processed, but we anticipate that further acquisitions will send the figure up 
once more in the coming year. A second decrease, though not so large, was in the 
number of volumes withdrawn from the library. These two decreases of course help 
to account for the increase in work accomplished in other areas. A third source 
of time-saving lay in the changed treatment of books in series. Our new policy 
is to put series cards in the catalog for only much-used series titles, or those 
scholarly foreign series not otherwise traceable. If series entries can be found 
in the Cumulative Book Index, the Publishers' Trade List Annual, the U. S. Monthly 
Catalog, or the United Nations Documents Index, a referral card is placed in the 
catalog and a duplicate entry is made in the departmental Authority File. Ail 
old series cards, plus a record of the number of times they have been requested 
by patrons, are being retained in the Department, To date only two such requests 
have been received, 


The number of cards removed from the catalog has increased this year 
by almost 66 percent. This increase reflects a major re-cataloging job undertaken 
with the advice and cooperation of the Circulation Department, All titles in the 
old "F" section of the shelves were considered with a view to removing them to 
their appropriate literature sections, The "F'' collection has not been entirely 
discarded, but only light fiction titles, such as detective and adventure stories 
are classified there at the present, reflecting the possibility that in the 
future we may transfer them to a Browsing Room. In addition to this change, the 
old "B' classification has been entirely discarded, except for the titles already 
classified there, Some few titles from this collection have been re-classified, 
reflecting our current policy of classifying biography (both individual and 
collective) with the appropriate subject classes wherever possible. Unfortunately, 
no complete records are available on the number of titles reclassified from "F" 
and "B'', but the amount of work thus accomplished can be best reflected in the 
large number of cards withdrawn from the catalog, because in most cases the 
reclassifying also involved re-cataloging, in which either Library of Congress 
cards were exchanged for the imcomplete and dirty old cards, or new cards were 
typed for those withdrawn, A rough estimate places the number of titles 
re-classified at approximately one thousand or twelve hundred. 


Altogether, it has been a busy year of accomplishment. We look 
forward to having one more clerk come to us in the fall on the basis of a 
half-time exchange with the Acquisitions Department, Our present plan is to have 
her work with Acquisitions during the summer half of the year, when budgets are 
being adjusted and the bulk of the book orders are processed. During the late 
fall and winter months, when the books have been purchased and the burden of 
cataloging them increases, she will work full-time in the Catalog Department. 
We have caught up significantly on the arrearages resulting from the increase in 
book budgets at the time we moved into the new building two years ago. However, 
budget increases continue, and it is strongly recommended that a third professional 
cataloger be added to the department as soon as possible, and that the half-time 
clerk's position be increased to a full-time one at the time the third cataloger 
is added.

July 1, 1964 was the date Memorial Library began service as a depository of 
U. S. Government publications. The University became a depository upon the 
recommendation of Senator Dirksen and the Superintendent of Documents acting on 
that recommendation, 


Statistics on the statistical summary sheet are computed on the basis of 
definitions of U. S. Office of Education and are attached,* 


The Documents Library has operated under the supervision of a full time 
professional librarian; assisted by a part time clerical assistant working an 
average of 16 hours a week and student assistants who average approximately 21 
hours of work a week, 


The Superintendent of Documents Classification was adopted for organization 
of the collection, Factors influencing this decision were these: The Documents 
Committee felt that the Documents Collection should be a separate department and 
the collection should be held together instead of distributed. The collection 
should be a service collection for research and not merely a processing depart- 
ment for other departments in the library. The Superintendent of Documents 
Classification contributes to low cataloging cost which can be accomplished with 
minimum personnel, It is a speedy method of making the material available and 
ready for use. In general, government periodicals that are indexed by a Wilson 
index are housed in the Periodicals Library, Certain titles of monographs now 
cataloged by Dewey Decimal Classification will remain in the stacks and a few 
monographs of historical nature will continue to be classified by Dewey Decimal 
Classification. 


Locating the material in the Documents Library is largely through the 
Monthly Catalog; an index published by the U. S. Government, and lists and 
indexes published by U. S. Government Departments. Beginning with January 1, 1964 
all items we have received are indicated by the entry number in the Monthly 
Catalog circled in red. Other indexes are also available in the Documents 
Library for identifying research material, Locator cards are filed in the main 
card catalog. 


A combination shelf list for U. S, Documents and State Documents has been 
developed, The cards are filed in the same order as the items on the shelves, 
The cards give our holdings, identify the material, or indicate the location, if 
it is shelved in another department of the library. 


State government publications are arranged by department of issuing agency 
and then by division of that department. Items are then arranged by title 
alphabetically. 


*Statistical information attached, 
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Access to state government publications is through the main card catalog, 
indexes in the Periodicals Library, indexes in the Documents Library, and locator 
cards now in the main card catalog, 


Emphasis in the first year has been on organizing the collection, This has 
been made possible by the copperation of the staff and the Documents Committee, 
The Documents Committee hoped that a new department would bring together in one 
place all issues of one title. With this idea in mind, the card catalog, and the 
files in the Periodicals Library were examined, Where it was found that a number 
of titles were located in two or more places, a decision was reached by the 
committee as to where the item should be housed, 


The Documents Committee met on Wednesday mornings, fall term, and examined 
a list of Documents in the Periodicals Library, The list included a great number 
of new titles selected by the Documents Committee, Each title was examined and 
its location designated, Also during the fall term a list of suggested citles 
was created by examination of the main card catalog and the material was examined 
in the stacks. Several meetings were held the spring quarter to make the final 
decisions as to the transfer of material from the stacks to the Documents Library, 
Transfer of material is completed except for several titles still in the Periodicals 
Library. 


Two lists of material were mailed to the faculty during the year, The first 
list was prefaced with statement of purpose of the Documents Library; the second 
list was prefaced with an explanation of the Superintendent of Documents Classi- 
fication, Price lists, duplicate material, and other information was sent to the 
faculty throughout the year, Marked lists, prefaced by an explanation of the U.S. 
Superintendent of Documents Classification system, have been placed at the 
circulation desks as a further aid for the use of U. S. Documents, These lists have 
proved useful. The biweekly lists of popular U. S. Government Publications are 
placed in a box by the card catalog for the students to examine and order material 
from the U. S. Superintendent of Documents, This service seems to have been 
accepted by the students, as few lists remain in the box, 


A procedure manual for preparation of the material and an instruction manual 
for circulation was drafted in October. Both of these manuals were revised in June, 


During the fall of 1964 a large amount of material on Illinois government was 
obtained from the Illinois State Library. Two trips were made into Springfield to 
select and pack the material, 


In late May the old serial set stored in the attic of Sherman Hall was 
transferred to the Documents Library, At the end of June this material had been 
separated into Congressional sessions and then divided by Houses, Additional work 
will need to be completed before this material can be made available for service, 


Congressional Records were acquired as gift items. They have not been 
included in the statistical account, Twenty duplicates were in such a condition 
that I discarded them. I would advise making the Congressional Records available 
for use without further investment of work, until a decision is reached as to 
whether to discard, exchange or purchase the entire set on microform. 


The adoption of the Superintendent of Documents Classification for U. S. 
Government Publication lends to a mechanical processing of material, Additional 
clerical help would free the Documents Librarian to take on added responsibility 
for additional serial work or reference work, A qualified clerical assistant 
could process the material with minimum supervision, 
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Circulation of Government Documents has been made possible through 
the coeperation of the Circulation Department who tends to this function at this 
time, Circulation of documents is a 3 - 1 ratio in favor of U. S. Government 


Documents, 


Reference questions are on the increase and occupy more and more time 


of the Documents Librarian. 


Emphasis this coming year should be on public service. Some of the problems 
and suggestions are: 


1, The development of a more suitable charge out system, 
(This may mean the adoption of the present circulation system 
with the pasting of pockets.) 


2. The use of L. C, cards for establishing a dictionary card 
catalog or perhaps an author file, 


3. The question of whether to shelve House and Senate Journals 
in the serial set or with the hearings will need to be resolved. 


4, Better reference service by cementing general Reference and 
Documents Department into one service unit on one floor of the 
library, with processing under the supervision of a serial librarian. 


5. Review of material as to location, procurement, and whether it 
should be circulated or non-circulating material, 


6, The consideration of using dumbies for material sent to other 
departments,

Use of the special facilities of this room has been moderately increased 
as the library science program grows and as elementary teacher-candidates 
who have taken a Children's Literature course come in to work independently. 
The small collection of books in this room is primarily for demonstration 
purposes. Most of the books to be used for library science assignments are 
found in the Reference or Reserve Rooms or in the Laboratory School libraries. 


There are now 1339 cataloged volumes in the Library Science Library, 
numerous books on loan from the University collection, some periodicals, a 
small file of filmstrips and records, three drawers of vertical file materi- 
als, and a number of encyclopedias and other special reference books on loan 
from their publishers, Of the 120 titles cataloged this school year, )3 
were gifts from publishers, individual donors and from the Illinois Reading 
Service with whom Mrs, Schormann has a reviewing arrangement. 


Next year's budget (1965-66) assures more student help for the Library 
Science Library but more professional time is needed for organization and 
supervision to make this center a vital demonstration and training agency and 
and to justify the expense and planning which provided this important aspect 
of our instructional program. The lack of professional assistance also limits 
our contributions to the school libraries in our area and our participation 
in professional associations. 


Library Science Programs 


Three -quarter-hour courses were taught each quarter by Mrs. Schormann 
with an average enrollment of 20, in spite of an IBM error in pre-registration 
which reduced the enrollment inone section of Children's Literature from 
30 to 15. An additional course in Children's Literature, enrolling 16, was 
taught in Carthage by Mrs. Graff, elementary librarian of the Laboratory 
Schoole 


During the summer term of 1965 one course each was taught by Miss Cline, 
Mrs. Graff and Mrs. Hornbaker. Miss Mills taught one course and Mrs. Schor- 
mann taught two courses. The total enrollment in the six courses was 83. 


As of the present date approximately 60 students are working toward a 
minor in library science, or to meet the minimum reuirements for school 
librarians recommended by the Illinois Office of Public Instruction, or to 
complete requirements for an "area of concentration" as defined in Western's 
catalog. Mrs. Schormann has the responsibility for counseling and scheduling 
all these students. 
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Eight students completed the 30 quarter hour minor this spring. A 
survey of the Illinois School Directory Supplement, 196-65, reveals nearly 
60 Western students now serving Illinois secondary school libraries. 
According to our own records, there are more than 30 additional former library 
science students from Western who are now librarians in elementary, junior 
high, college, university and public libraries, 


Our students again participated generously in National Library Week. 
Many of them attended the spring conference of the Illinois Association of 
School Librarians, as our students have done nearly every year since the con- 
ference was initiated in 1950. 


At the close of the third year in the Memorial Library, the Library 
Science program is in a serious situation chiefly due to two developments: 


1. A sharp increase in the number of students entering the library 
science minor program. This in turn is due largely to: 

a. An "each—one-reach-one" campaign conducted by our students 
in an effort to help fill the many library vacancies. 

b. The revision of the elementary curriculum which now allows 
a "concentration area" of study.Advisors frequently recommend 
library science for this area of concentration. 

ce. The great increase in students enrolled in elementary edu- 
cation as a major. Children's Literature, which is taught by 
the library science instructors,is a required subject. 

d. Publicity appearing in general and educational periodicals, 
pointing up the need for librarians. 

e. A favorable attitude toward the librarianship program by both 
the Dean of the School of Education and the Dean of the School 
of Arts and Sciences. 


2. The dramatic growth of the Elementary division and the decision of 
the Education Department (in which we heartily concur) to limit 
enrollment in certain classes, including Children's Literature, 
to 25 students per section. This means the Library Science staff 
must teach two sections each q uarter, including the summer term. 

At the same time, the program for the education of school librarians 
must go on. In 1966 we must be prepared to offer three sections of 
Children's Literature each quarter. 


Thus we are suddenly faced with the need for (1) a full-time instructor 
in Children's Literature and (2) an expanded schedule of the minor courses. 
We are presently turning away good candidates for school librarianship 
because we do not have enough staff to schedule our courses frequently 
enough to permit a student to complete a minor in less than three full years, 
as he can in most other subject areas. 


We believe we have a good curriculum and do not need more courses, 
but we do need additional permanent staff to teach an interested and eager 
clientele,

The Curriculum Laboratory is open Monday-Friday from 8:00 to 5:00. Itis 
used primarily by faculty who bring classes for demonstration of textbooks, by 
students who come with assignments to examine specific materials or those working 
independently on lesson plans, resource units, etc., by visiting teachers who 
want to examine textbooks and curriculum guides, by student teachers developing 
units or seeking other types of teaching aids and ideas. 


ATTENDANCE AND CIRCULATION 

In the 218 days that we were open between July 1, 1964 and June 30, 1965, 
attendance totaled 10,165 and we circulated 23,011 items as compared to 6,234 
attendance and 11,915 circulation for the previous year. This circulation total 
includes the items used in the room and returned to the shelves. Since this is 
a laboratory collection, we need the books in the room whenever it is open; thus 
materials are allowed to circulate outside the room only overnight and on week~ 
ends or for an hour or so during the day for class demonstration purposes. 


HOLDINGS 

We continue to increase our holdings through gifts from publishers and 
through purchase although at a slower rate than in previous years. Several factors 
have influenced this slowing of growth. While we do not by any means have all 
the publishers* books in all fields, our collection is extensive enough that many 
of our additions are new replacements of earlier editions. Similarly with verti- 
cal file material, the basic pamphlet materials have been acquired and now we 
watch for new things. We continue to get good response from publishers especially 
when their salesmen visit us and see that our materials are well organized and 
that their materials are indeed being used. 


During the year we added 556 textbooks, with accompanying workbooks, teacher's 
guides, etc. and programmed materials. We added 96 supplementary books. Included 
under this heading are books of 2 types: (a) enrichment books for supplementary 
reading by students and (b) books to aid the teacher in planning units, etc. Cur- 
riculum guides from various school systems accounted for 38 additions. While much 
vertical file material is of such ephemeral nature that it need not be indexed, 
we added 182 pamphlets important enough to warrant indexing. The flat and bulky 
storage areas received 22 items that were too large for the conventional file 
drawers; phonograph records are included here, present collection now numbering 
16. The addition of 2 items to our Tests and Scales file completes the record 
of new acquisitions. 


To keep track of these additions, 1,549 title, subject and publisher entries 
were added to our card catalog. 


DUTIES OF THE LIBRARIAN 
In addition to keeping the collection up to date and indexing new materials, 
the librarian has additional duties as follows: 
(1) to be available to assist students, faculty and others in finding and 
using materials whenever the laboratory is open 
(2) to maintain good public relations with publishers 
(3) to keep in touch with the faculty so as to order materials that best fit 
in with their needs 
(4) to schedule the use of the room so that several teachers will not bring 
classes the same period 
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The Special Collections Room 


Western Illinois University does not have large collections of books 
assembled in a special room. Many items placed in a special collections room 
in some universities are shelved in our general stacks and are in daily use. In 
our special collections room we place books that are fragile, difficult to replace, 
and difficult to handle in the general stacks. Many gift books come under one of 
these classifications and are found in this room, 


We have in the special collections room a gift collection of about 900 
volumes consisting mostly of accounts of early travels in America, particularly 
around the Great Lakes region and on the Mississippi and its tributaries. There 
is naturally a good deal of information on American Indians in such a collection. 
The unknown donor of these books was apparently interested in assembling all the 
early publications he could find on that territory out of which the State of 
Illinois was carved, together with any source materials which would contribute to 
the history of the State. 


Among the older publications represented in this collection are these:

This edition is dedicated to "Sa Majeste Britannique, Guillaume

We have a number of editions, or printings, of this book of 
Hennepin's, some in very old bindings, some rebound in more modern 
examples of the days of "fine" book binding. We have this title 

in French, English, and Dutch, 


Joutel, Henri. A journal of the last voyage perform'd by Monfr. 


de la Sale, to the Gulph of Mexico to find the mouth of the 
Missisipi River. London, 1714, 


This work was "written in French... and translated from the edition 
just published at Paris."" It contains "An account of the 
settlements he (M. de la Sale) endeavor'd to make on the coast of 
the aforesaid Bay, his unfortunate death, and the travels of his 
companions...."" Our copy seems to be an original printing in a 
new binding.

In the collection on the Illinois country are a number of volumes made up of 
letters written by early visitors to this territory and, at a later date, by the 
first settlers. Numerous small pamphlets, many of them anonymous, describe travel 
conditions and manners and customs of the Indians and the settlers. There are 
also a number of early publications on the Mormons. 


In the special collections room are a good many Lincoln items, and also 
numerous volumes dealing with Lllinois history from 1800 on, which came to us as 
gifts, Most of these titles are also represented in our general stacks, They 
are here for safe-keeping until needed to replace worn copies, 


Since Western was for so long a time devoted to the education of teachers, 
we no doubt have in our general stacks items on education which might be considered 
"special" by a library which does not contain them. In the Campus School libraries 
and the Library Science library are many examples of fine books for children. 


Western's library will certainly not provide a researcher with complete 
coverage on any subject, but one might find here items not available in other 
nearby libraries, We are glad to have research students use our library.

1964-65 


Elementary Library 
Mrs. Mary Ellen Graff, Librarian 


During the 1964-65 school year, 466 books were cataloged. In addition, 
there are many new books from the last large book order waiting to be cataloged. 


The total circulation for the year was 30,313. In comparison, the first 
year statistics were kept for the library (1938-39) 14,078 books were checked out, 


During the year, we spent $2297.32 for books, $106.32 for binding, and 
$214.06 for subscriptions; a total of $2617.70. We received a new set of 
Britannica Junior Encyclopedia, and two copies of Webster's Third International 
Dictionary. 


Twelve full length movies were shown at the noon hour during the Winter 
Quarter, Among those shown were: LITTLE WOMEN, BUFFALO BILL, SMOKY, and KIM, 


This year, for the first time, Kindergarten children were taught to use 
the library. As in the past, first graders came each week for a story hour, 
Third grade had lessons in using the encyclopedia. Fourth and fifth grades 
were given instruction in the use of the card catalog. In sixth grade, the use 
of the various reference books was taught. 


Our main project this year was the development of our vertical file. We 
plan to add to this file in the future. We also received an additional set of 
drawers for our picture collection, 


In addition to the Campus School students and faculty, many other people 
use our facilities. Among them are the Education 201 and 301 students, student 
teachers, language and literature, children's literature, science and social 
studies methods classes, and the various workshops. 


High School Library 
Miss Lois Mills, Librarian 


During the fiscal year 1964-65, the high school library cataloged 735 
new books, During this same period 252 volumes were withdrawn from the records 
because they were missing in inventory, lost and paid for, or so old and worn 
as to be no longer useful, At this point two corrections must be made in the 
report of last year, We should have reported a total collection of 6,760 
volumes in this library. By subtracting the number withdrawn (252) from the 
number of new books cataloged this year, we get 483 books added to our total 
collection from July 1964 through June 1965, making a grand total of 7,243 
volumes in the high school library now, 
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This fiscal year, the high school library spent $2,472.17 for books, 
$630.35 for magazine and other continuing subscriptions, and $350.47 for 
rebinding worn and damaged books. During this same period we added 1,777 
pieces of pamphlet material to our two collections, withdrew 611 pieces as 
being outdated, leaving a total of 12,461 pamphlets and clippings subject 
headed and available for faculty and student use, 


Circulation statistics, while not an accurate representation of the actual 
use of any library, do give some indication of activity. Last year we reached 
a high point of the past ten years by reporting a total circulation of 13,107. 
This year we are down again to total of 12,180 which is broken down thus: 
high school student two week: 5,378 (decrease from 1963-64); college student 
two week, 1,146 (decrease); faculty two week, 511 (increase of 116 from last 
year); and overnight (books, magazines on reserve for class purposes and 
magazine and pamphlet material for one day) 4,785 (a decrease from last year,) 


The established program of library instruction in the four grades, 9-12, 
was again conducted by the librarian. 


In addition to our paid assistants, twenty-six high school students 
volunteered to work in the library this year. This volunteer work has a 
two-fold value: (1) the contribution of these students is one of the chief 
factors that makes library service possible with so small a staff; (2) the 
experience is invaluable to the student who is going on to college and who is 
considering career possibilities, 


Two of these volunteer assistants were elected to offices in the Western 
Illinois Student Librarians Association, a five-county group. Two of them will 
attend the Indiana University workshop for student library assistants for one 
week during the summer of 1965. Their expenses are being paid, in part, by 
funds earned by the used book sale operated this spring by the student library 
assistants. This sale realized over $270. 


An invitation to all secondary methods classes at the University to meet 
in the high school library and examine materials and procedures suitable to 
their subject matter was extended and accepted in the fields of English, 
biology, art, music, women's physical education, social science, mathematics, 
business education, geography and speech. Groups met in the high school 
library from one to five periods, 


The usual exhibit of publishers' offerings of suitable library books was 
held in the study hall during the summer of 1964. At that time all books for 
grades K-12 were housed in the same place, relieving the space problem in the 
elementary library. In 1965 it is planned to have the exhibit in the University 
Union which is more centrally located, is open to the public longer hours and 
is air-conditioned.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the University libraries 
for the fiscal year July 1, 1963 - June 30, 196). 


EXPANSION IN USE OF THE LIBRARY BUILDING 


Early in the school year it became evident that considerable expansion 
in shelf space and work areas would be necessary. In the original planning, 
the rapid increase in student population, in the number of faculty members 
and in the quantity of materials added to the library had not been foreseen. 
Seating space, however, was still adequate for the year. 


It was necessary to move the Reserve Room from the basement floor to 
the "expansion area" (not previously occupied) on the third floor, This 
change provided a larger Reserve Room, light and attractive in appearance, 
and apparently well-liked by the students. The basement area was then used 
for an extension of the book stacks and to provide reading and work space 
for the new Documents Library. An area of 8) square feet was taken out of 
the stacks on the first floor to provide work space for the Acquisitions 
Department. 


SUMMARY OF HOLDINGS 


At the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1964, the Library holds 
129,819 volumes, cataloged and ready for circulation. This total includes 
books available in the Laboratory School Libraries and in the Library Science 
Library, since these divisions of library service are available to all on 
the campus, 


The personnel needed to process books has not increased as rapidly as 
the quantity of materials received requires. For this reason, there are 
usually about 3,000 volumes of new books standing on the shelves waiting for 
cataloging, These books cannot really be called a "backlog" because they 
are moving on daily, but more books are received daily to replace them, 
These uncataloged new books are available for circulation when requested, 
Other uncataloged books, not counted in the holdings are 165 volumes in the 
Curriculum Laboratory and 102) volumes in the Special Collections Room. 


Currently received are 1,521 periodicals, most of these by purchase but 
some by gift. Micro-reading materials consist of 27,799 reels, cards and other 
physical units. The Reference Room, the Curriculum Laboratory, the Library 
Science Library and the Laboratory School Libraries contain numerous vertical 
file drawers of carefully selected supplementary materials. 


The total spent on books, micro-reading materials, periodical subscriptions 
and back numbers of periodicals, and binding was $85,010.00. Gifts, to the 
number of 532 volumes, valued at $1,735.00, were received. Salaries and other 
operating expenditures bringthe total spent to $271,615.00.

Mrs. Marguerite Schormann, Instructor in Library Science 
brary Science Program 
Three 4-quarter hour classes were taught each quarter of the academic year 
by Mrs. Schormann with an average enrollment of 18. In addition , one night 
class in the fall quarter enrolled only 6 students. 


In the summer session two 10-weeks courses were taught by Miss Mills and 
Mrs. Graff with enrollments of 9 and 28. Two 3-weeks workshops were conducted 
by Mrs. Schormann with enrollments of 7 and 17. Some of these students have asked 
for other courses, over a longer period, next summer. 


Ten students completed a 30+ quarter hour minor in Library Science and one 
completed an Instructional Materials minor. Four of these will become full-time 
school librarians and 4 will be teacher-librarians this fall. 


Over 40 regularly enrolled students are now minoring in Library Science. 
This does not include summer and special students. 


The revision of the elementary curriculum has enabled an increasing number of 
elementary majors to elect courses in Library Science and, for the first time, 
elementary majors are entering the Library Science minor program in their sophomore 
year. Thus we are hopeful of increasing the supply of elementary school librarians. 


Extended off-campus student-teaching and the diverse requirements of different 
major departments have upset our established scheduling and point up the need for 
more frequent offering of several of our courses to permit students to complete the 
required courses and hours. These factors have necessitated unwarranted time for 
individual scheduling and counseling. 


The re-instatement of Children's Literature as a 4-quarter hour course in the 
basic elementary curriculum is very gratifying to us. However, this too, points up 
the need for more sections per quarter, as one section must be given every quarter 
and it is increasingly difficult to limit enrollment to 25 (a recommendation of the 
elementary division) and still serve the increasing number of elementary candidates. 


A statement for each of the graduating Library Science minors has been sent to 
the placement bureau, assessing each as a potential school librarian. 


Increasingly the student-teaching assignments have been providing our students 
with some library activity or responsibility while they teach their major subject 
although there are actually few if any qualified supervisors in these libraries. 


All Library Science students participated in National Library Week again and 
a second volume of reported activities has been compiled. Senior students were 
assigned responsibility for displays for the concourse exhibit case. Sever2l other 
students volunteered exhibits and several displayed exhibits which they had pre- 
pared for audio-visual courses.

Library Science Library 

209 volumes were processed this year: 41 were gift or review copies from 
publishers and the Illinois Reading Service (because of our participating in 
their book-screening plan). The other books were selected to represent a type 
of book, a subject area, an outstanding author, an award, etc. Wilson cards 
being so slow, we found it simpler to classify and catalog many of the books as 
they arrived. By purchasing from Illinois Reading Service, we received a bette 
price plus the opportunity to receive printed cards with our order. 


There are now 1218 cataloged volumes in the Library Science collection. 


794 hours of student help were provided from a budget of $300, supplemented 
by $385 from the university library budget. This provided service for 5 of the 9 
hours the library was open each day. During the summer workshop period of six 
weeks, 4% hours of student help were available 5 days a week, supplied from the 
university library budget. 


During the year we have developed a manual for the Library Science Library, 
primarily to be used by student assistants. This has led to a general information 
sheet which we use to orient students in Library Science classes. 


The summer's project has been the cataloging of our growing collection of 
library-related filmstrips and records. These are cataloged by accession number, 
and subject and title cards will be filed in the card catalog. 


That there was no time to permit contributions to the school library pro- 
fession at large was a source of regret. For example, I have been unable to 
participate in the I.A.S.L. Committee on Implementation of Standards for School 
Library Programs. Members of the other state-supported institutions, with the 
possible exception of Eastern, have assumed regional responsibility and have, 
through a seriés of conferences, established and conducted a series of projects 
through the state. 
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The Curriculum Laboratory 
1963-1964 


Mrs. Ruthann Burton, Librarian 


The Curriculum Laboratory is open Monday-Friday from 8:00 to 5:00. It is used 
primarily by faculty who bring classes for demonstration of textbooks, by students 
who come with assignments to examine specific materials or those working indepen- 
dently on lesson plans, resource units, etc., by visiting teachers who want to 
examine textbooks and curriculum guides, and by student teachers developing units 
or seeking other types of teaching aids and ideas. 


ATTENDANCE AND CIRCULATION 


In the 222 days that we were open between June 15, 1963 and June 30, 1964, 
attendance totaled 6266 and we circulated 12,056 items. This circulation total in- 
cludes the materials used in the room and returned to the shelves. Since this is a 
laboratory collection, we need the books in the room whenever it is open; thus, 
materials are allowed to circulate outside the room only overnight and on weekends 
or for an hour or so during the day for demonstration purposes. 


HOLDINGS 


We are steadily increasing the holdings of the laboratory through gifts from 
publishers and through purchase. We have gotten good response from publishers as 
their salesmen visit us and see that we are well organized and their materials are 
being used. 


During the year we added 734 textbooks with accompanying workbooks, teachers guides, 
etc. This category includes programmed materials of which we are trying to obtain 
a representative sampling. We added 164 supplementary books. Included in this 
heading are books of 2 types (a) enrichment books for supplementary reading by stu- 
dents and (b) books to aid the teacher in planning units, etc. Curriculum guides 
from various school systems accounted for 201 additions. We expanded from 12 to 18 
vertical file drawers; of these, 632 of the pamphlets we added were indexed for our 
catalog. The flat and bulky storage areas received 93 items that were too large for 
the conventional vertical file drawers. The addition of 32 tests to our Tests and 
Scales file completes the record of new acquisitions. 


To keep track of these additions, approximately 3700 title, subject and pub- 
lisher cards were added to our catalog. 


DUTIES OF THE LIBRARIAN 


In addition to keeping the collection up to date and indexing new materials, 
the librarian has additional duties as follows: 

(1) to be available to assist students, faculty and others in finding and 
using materials. 

(2) to maintain good public relations with publishers. 

(3) to keep in touch with the faculty so as to order materials that best suit 
their needs. 

(4) to schedule the use of the room so that several teachers will not bring 
classes the same period. 
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High School Library 
Report for 1963-1964 


Miss Lois Mills, Librarian 


A special effort was made this year to clear the shelves of the high school 
library of outdated and useless material in anticipation of our future move. As 
a result, the total holdings was increased by only 28 volumes:

This brings the total holdings to 6,723 volumes.

Our pamphlet collection was increased by 1,465 pieces of free and inexpensive 
materials to a total of 11,295 items. 


Circulation statistics showed an increase this year in three of the four 
areas where we “keep count". High school students checked out 6,227 books this 
year on the two-week loan basis as against 4,909 last year. Overnight material 
(books, magazines on reserve and magazines and pamphlet material for one day) 
counted up to 5,166 circulations for 1963-64 as compared to 3,503 last year. 
College students checked out 1,319 this year as against 951 last year. Decrease 
came in the faculty use of library materials. This year the faculty checked out 
395 pieces of materials as against 638 books and magazines during 1962-63. 


Regular instruction in the use of the library was conducted at different 
times during the year with high school classes on this basis: three weeks in 
the fall with the freshman English classes; one week with sophomore English 
sections; biology and American history classes were made acquainted with resources 
in their fields; and the final three weeks were spent with the two sections of 
senior English when an introduction to the college library is attempted. 


Twenty-nine high school students volunteered time to help with the routines 
in the high school library. Help from high school students continues to make it 
possible to keep the library functioning and the librarian free to work with 
teachers and other students. A number of regional and local offices were held by 
our high school students who are members of the Student Library Assistants organi- 
zation. This year the group made contributions to the March of Dimes, the Kennedy 
Memorial Library, and the Illinois Student Library Assistants Scholarship Fund. 
They will pay for books to be sent to the Philippines which Maria Atienza, visiting 
international lecturer, selected from our stored collection of used gift books. 


The librarian continued her usual practice of lecturing to methods classes 
from secondary subject areas and this year met with English, social studies, mathe- 
matics, biology, physical sciences, geography, music, and speech methods classes. 
An invitation was extended to all other secondary methods classes. 


During the year students from various 301 groups used the library extensively 
in preparing their material, and one library science minor worked with the librar- 
ian while the senior English groups were meeting in the library. 


During the summer of 1964, the annual book exhibit was held in the high sehool 
study hall where books suitable for use with junior and senior high school students 
were available for examination by the public for two weeks. 
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Elementary Library 
Report for 1963-1964 


Mrs. Mary Ellen Graff, Librarian 


During the 1963-64 school year, 546 new books were added to the collection. 
There are 197 books that have not been catalogued, making a total of 653 new 
books. In addition the following new reference books were purchased: Compton's 


Pictured Encyclopedia, World Book Encyclopedia, Book of Knowledge, Our Wonderful 
World, and Lands and People. 


The total circulation this year was 30, 717, an increase of 2,115 over the 
previous year. The months showing the greatest circulation were December with 
3,342, March with 3,721, and April with 3,659. 


Again Books on Exhibit, a publisher's selection of new books, was on display. 
Many methods classes from the university, library science students, and other in- 
terested people visited this exhibit. 


As is the custom, movies were shown during the noon hour in the Little 
Theatre during the winter quarter. Some of the ones presented this year were: 
Treasure Island, Black Beauty, and Heidi. 


A definite program of instruction in library use is started in first grade. 
As soon as children can write their names, they are brought to the library by 
their teachers to learn how to check out books and to care for them. In addition, 
they are read or told stories once a week by the librarian. In fourth grade, in- 
struction in the use of the Dewey Decimal system is begun. This is reviewed in 
fifth grade. In sixth grade, a library unit is taught in conjunction with the 
regular language work. In the eighth grade, a unit on using reference books is 
taught. The librarian helps teachers prepare book lists and materials to use 
with units of study. She also gives book talks to introduce students to the new 
books received. 


The elementary library exists primarily for the use of the students in our 
school, but other people often make use of our facilities. Methods classes, 
especially those in science and social studies, use the library in preparing 
units. Student teachers, and students in Education 201 and 301 also use our 
books. Students taking Children's Literature do a great amount of their required 
reading in our library.

WESTERN ILLINOIS UNiVERSITY CAMPUS SCHOOL 
LIBRARY SERVICES 


The Western Illinois University Camps School functions as an "all age school", 
In this organization all grades, Kindergarten thru the twelfth, are housed in one 
building and taught by one faculty, and have available to them the same special 
services. Among other advantages, this organization gives us the opportunity to 
develop integrated and continuous programs, uninterrupted by transfer from attendance 
centers and accompanying adjustment to diverse teaching systems and educational 
philosophies. Chief among contributing factors to the realization of integration 
and continuity of school-wide programs is the splendid library service offered to 
cur students and faculty. Threads of non-textbook information abundantly supplied 
and readily available serve to support the interests and reinforce the learning of 
students as they move from level to level in the academic programs. Although our 
library services are organized in two libraries (K-8), (9-12), no barriers have been 
developed invoiving grade organization and in practice they function as one service 
to our school, 


It is a practicing part of our philosophy to involve our librarians in school 
curriculum and program planning in cases where their professional training and advice 
will result in broadening and enrichment in the implementation of school programs. 
Librarians, therefore, are either appointed directly to appropriate faculty 
committees or in all other cases contribute to the work of committees as consultants, 
They are deeply involved in our developmental reading program and supply materials 
which have contributed so heavily to its success, Through the sponsorship of the 
high school librarian, voluntary reading groups modeled after the "Great Books" 
idea operate in the school. 


The librarian is regarded as a highly trained professional person in a field 
involving a high degree of technical specialization. For this reason care is taken 
in making assignments which utilize this training to a maximum degree, Where possibl¢ 
librarians are freed from routine and responsibilities which would take valuable 
time and energy required for the performance of the specialized service to the school. 


Librarians plan with teachers in the purchase and preparation of materials for 
the various units of study used throughout the school. The elementary librarian 
works closely with those teachers who use individualized reading instruction. Both 
librarians work closely with the university faculty in helping students from methods, 
literature, library science, and art classes who need materials from these libraries. 
They give "book talks", prepare bulletin boards and other publicity to acquaint 
students with new materials that are added to the collection, 


Two professional librarians are employed on a full time basis, since both 
libraries are open throughout the year. Each librarian holds a Master's degree 
in library science from a recognized library school. In addition university students 
are employed to help in the libraries a total of 220 hours per month. In tbe high 
school library 29 students volunteered their services to the library, This group 
is a member of the Illinois Student Librarians Association, and one of its members 
was secretary-treasurer of the regional organization, 


Training in the use of the library is begun in the first grade and carried 
on throughout the grades and high school so that students are prepared to use any 
library. In fourth and fifth grades formal study of the use of the card catalog, 
Dewey Decimal system, and the finding of books is given. In sixth grade there is 
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a unit on reference books. High school freshmen are given a 3-week period of 
training in the use of the high school library. During the sophomore year one 
week's instruction is given in conjunction with the English classes and two or 
three days with biology classes. In the ivnior year American History classes 
are given instruction in the use of reference materials relating to that subject 
area, In the spring, high school seniors are given 3 weeks training in the use 
of a university library. 


In both libraries the collections are kept up-to-date with the addition of 
new materials and the withdrawal of out-of-date materials. Special emphasis is 
made in the science and social studies areas to do this, since great changes are 
taking place today in both these fields. 


During the past year 1,308 new books were catalogued, making a total collection 
o£ 18,704 volumes. Both libraries have collections of pictures or pamphlet materials. 
This year $3,939.72 was spent for new books, $622.95 for periodicals, $370.95 for 
rebinding, and $938.10 for reference books; a total budget of $5,871.72. The total 
circulation for this year was 44,258 pieces of material, 


We are proud of our collection of children's literature which is among the 
best in Illinois. This is principally the result of the work of Miss Cecil Evans 
(retired) who served our school as librarian for a period of 32 years. 


Each year a publishers' exhibit of books is held during the summer months. 
This year over 1,500 books were shown from July 27 through August 14. This 
exhibit is used by library science classes and visited by many students and people 
from the surrounding community. 


The present library facilities are totally inadequate to carry on the type of 
program needed in our school. Our building is poorly designed and the library 
quarters are much too small. There is no room for expansion. We hope this situation 
will be corrected when we move into our new building in about two years, Then we 
will have an instructional materials center with storage space for pictures, films, 
filmstrips, models, and all the other materials found in this kind of facility. 

We plan for a program of individualized study where students may have all these 
materials available for their use at the time when they are needed. This program 
will mean the addition of at least two new professional staff members - a person 

in charge of the audio-visual materials and a person to do the technical processing, 
thus freeing the librarians to work with students and faculty members who use the 
facilities of such a center. Our students and faculty are waiting with anticipation 
the completion of the proposed center which is designed to become the “heart" of 

our instructional program.

The considerable increase in the use of the library over previous years 
reflects the influence of: 
1. Increased enrollment 
2. More materials available 
3. New services, such as microreading facilities and the curriculum 
laboratory 
4, More pleasant and satisfactory study conditions 


These improved conditions and facilities were made possible by: 


1. The new, well-equipped building 
2. <A generous increase in funds 
3. Increase in the size of the library staff 


Moving Day 


Effective library service could not have begun so early in the year if it 
had not been for the "Great Moving Day," May 15, 1962, when most of the contents 
of the library were moved from Sherman Hall to the new Memorial Library build- 
ing. The system of procedure was planned to the last detail by the library 
staff and the Student Government, with the support and encouragement of Presi- 
dent Knoblauch. Students, faculty, administrators, alumni, retired faculty and 
other friends appeared at 8:00 a.m. Like a great machine set in motion, the 
system rolled on. By 5:00 p.m. most of the library had been moved. At 9:30 the 
next morning regular service was resumed in the new building.

Special Collections Room 


After the library was moved into the new building, we were able to receive 
and begin processing a collection of books that had previously been kept in the 
President's office. This collection has been steadily growing over a period of 
almost 60 years. All items were given to the presidents of the University with 
the idea that the president's office would be a research center. Of course 
such a plan is not feasible. President Knoblauch very kindly presented the col- 
lection to the library. Most of the books deal with early travels in North 
America,early history of the Indians, pioneer days in Illinois and some Lincoln 
material. While this collection cannot be called a rare book collection, much 
valuable material for the research student is found here. A few items of interest 
are: McKenney ~ History of the Indian Tribes of North America, 1848; Schoolcraft, 
Indian Tribes of the United States, 1853; Thwaites, ed.-Jesuit Relations and 
Allied Documents, 1897; Wallbridge - Mound Structures of Southern Illinois and 
Ohio, 1861; Peck ~ Gazetteer of Illinois, 1837; The Travels of Captain Lewis 
and Clarke, 1809; Weld - Travels through the State of North America, 1799. We 
wish to thank the many unknown friends of long ago who helped to endow Western's 
Special Collections Room. 


Exchange 


Through the U. S. Book Exchange and other sources we have been able to 
acquire numerous items difficult to locate for purchase. We have also, we hope, 
contributed to the needs of some other libraries by sending unwanted copies of 
duplicates and of materials printed at Western. 
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Summary of Holdings 


At the end of the fiscal year, 1963, the Library holds 120,359 volumes 
ready for circulation. There is a backlog of about 3750 volumes, recently re- 
ceived, not yet cataloged, but available for use upon request. Currently 
received are 1500 periodicals, most of these by purchase but some by gift. 
Microreading materials consist of 1050 microfilms and 5200 microcards. The 
Library Science Library includes 450 volumes selected for special demonstration 
purposes. (Students use the Laboratory School Libraries for the study of 
children's and high school reading interests.) The Curriculum Laboratory pro- 
vides 1988 items (textbooks, etc.) and 13 vertical file drawers of miscellaneous 
materials. In the Reference Room are 30 vertical file drawers of carefully 
selected supplementary materials. 


The total amount spent on books, microreading materials, periodicals and 
binding was $92,507. Gifts to the number of 192 volumes, valued at about $665, 
were received.

In the first year in our new quarters: 

10 classes were conducted between Sept., 1962, and May, 1963, with an 
average enrollment of 19 students per course. 

One new course was given at night with an enrollment of 15 off-campus 
students. 

2 courses were given this summer (1963) with an enrollment of 54. 
These courses are required of junior high and elementary school majors. 
Last summer, under the two-term system, 89 students were enrolled in 
5 courses, affording more library science minors to expedite their 
programs. 

12 students completed a library science minor since September, 1962, 
under the new 30 qr. hr. requirement. 

450 books were selected and processed for the new Library Science col- 
lection, doubling the holdings acquired the preceding several years. 

Author and title cards for all general library science books were in- 
corporated in the Library Science Library card catalog, as were title 
ecards for about 25 periodicals received regularly in the Library 
Science Library. 

Over 30 regularly enrolled students were minoring in library science. 
This does not include an indefinite number of freshmen intending to 
minor, special students and summer students working toward a minor 
or to meet requirements of the schools which now employ them. Each 
student is personally counselled and scheduled by Mrs. Schormann and 
a cumulative record is kept for each.

National Library Week 

National Art Month: music, dance, theatre, painting 
Animal and fairy stories for children 

Librarianship as a career 

A Christmas reception was held in the new quarters for all students 
then enrolled and for all other library science minors in school. 

The highlight of the year was the involvement of every spring quarter 
library science student in National Library Week. The impact made by 
these 56 students was astounding: Some of the activities follow: 

About 50 public libraries received visits from these students; 
school libraries were revisited; state, university, and church 
libraries were also visited; at least 25 children had their first 
introduction to public libraries through these students who 
initiated them; 15 students attended the annual state conference 
of school librarians at their own expense; many books were pur- 
chased for personal libraries; gifts of books, pictures, posters, 
and materials received in library science classes were given to 
librarians all over the state; a vast amount of "extra" reading 
took place. 


More professional time and clerical assistance are needed to further the 
development of the Library Science Library.

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High School Library 
Report for 1962-1963 


Miss Lois Mills, Jibrarian 


During the school year 1962-1963, the high school library spent a total of 
$1,835.27 for books; $468.67 for periodical, newspaper and continuing subscrip- 
tions and $302.19 for the rebinding of 206 worn or damaged books. 623 books 
were cataloged and added to the collection, but 288 were withdrawn from official 
records because they were in poor physical condition or because the subject 
matter was so out of date as to be misleading to the user. Therefore, as of 
June 30, 1963, the book collection totaled 6,695. 


1,215 pieces of free and inexpensive material were added to the pamphlet 
collections, germeral and vocational. Forty-two pieces were discarded, giving 
us an approximate total of 10,455 pamphlets and clippings classified by sub- 
ject matter and available for student and faculty use. An approximate total 
only is given because we frequently add clippings from magazines and newspapers 
which we do not count for this particular statistic. Four daily newspapers 
and two weeklies, the Sunday New York Times and the National Observer were re- 
ceived regularly. A total of ninety magazine and continuing subscriptions 
were either paid for or received as gifts. 


Instruction in the use of the library by the librarian continued in the 
usual pattern of three weeks with each of the freshman English classes and one 
week with each of the sophomore groups for review and new work with special 
subject reference materials. However, our sequence was interrupted at the 
junior level when we had previously met the U. S. history classes for instruction 
in the use of specialized reference books. This was not done this year. During 
the winter quarter each senior English section spent three weeks in a short 
course on the use of the library with the high school librarian. The text and 
workbook, Using Books and Libraries by Ella V. Aldrich was used and much time 
was actually spent in the university library orienting the seniors to arrange- 
ment and use of materials at the college level. They were then given special 
permission so that they might use university library material during the spring 
quarter in addition to the material available in the high school library in 
preparation of term papers. 


Twenty high school students served as volunteer help this year and re- 
céived pins or certificates at the Awards Night program. They conducted a 
used book sale during Book Week in November on which a profit of $240.00 was 
realized. Part of this money was used to pay expenses of delegates to the state 
meeting of the Illinois Student Librarians Association held at DeKalb and to 
the regional meeting held at Warren High School in Monmouth as well as dues to 
both organizations. A contribution of $20.00 was made to the March of Dimes 
and the group voted to contribute $50.00 for the mailing of books to a school 
in Kenya, Africa, where a former Laboratory School student is now teaching. 
The money has not yet been used because the books have not been collected by 
the National Honor Society which was given that responsibility. 


Secondary methods classes in various subject matter areas, English, social 
sciences, mathematics, physical science, biological sciences, geography, art, 
music, speech, industrial arts, business education, and other education and 
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guidance classes met in the high school library for differing periods of time. 
There an attempt was made to acquaint them with materials suitable and useful 
in their particular areas and grade levels; the librarian lectured on the 
necessity for and methods of co-operation between the teacher and the librarian 
and the responsibilities of each together with the administrator. 


A volunteer reading group, Tri-Mu, met once a month, first and third 
periods this year at which time participants were excused from their physical 
education classes. Fifty-five students, fairly evenly distributed in all four 
grades, read and discussed with student leaders and faculty resource persons 
such paperback titles as: Brave New World, Edge of the Sea, Profiles of Courage, 
Gry, the Beloved Country, Stride Toward Freedom, Separate Peace, Conscience of 


a Conservative, and Catcher _in the Rye in addition to several older classic 
titles. 


Circulation statistics for the high school library show some decrease from 
previous years. High school students checked out a total of 4,902 two-week 
books; college students checked out 951 two-week books. 3,503 periodical, 
pamphlet and overnight reserve materials were circulated. Faculty checked out 
638 pieces of material. 
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Elementary Library 
Report for 1962-1963 


Mrs. Bll Librarian 


At the close of the 1961-62 year, the elementary school library collection 
totaled 11,329 volumes. During the present school year, 709 volumes were added. 
There were no withdrawals. 


Many students use our library. Our elementary pupils are excellent read- 
ers and read on a variety of subjects. In addition faculty members, university 
students, and student teachers use our library. Our circulation for this year 
totaled 28,602. The highest circulation was in the month of December with 3090 
books being checked out. The lowest number was in June, when school was in 
session only two weeks, with 1248 books being borrowed. 


We spent $1567.26 for new books, $75.37 for binding and $218.96 for 
magazines-a total budget of $1861.59. 


During the last two weeks of June, Books on Exhibit, a publisher's selection 
of over 700 books of the year, was displayed in our library. These books were 
for kindergarten through sixth grade. Many methods classes from the university 
and other interested people visited this exhibit. 


At noon during the winter quarter, movies were again provided for the 
children in the elementary school. Some of the ones presented this year were: 
Canterville Ghost, Johnny Tremaine, Secret Garden, and Tom Thumb. 


A definite plan of instruction in the use of the library is carried out 
in the school. As soon as first graders can sign their names, they are brought 
to the library and taught to check out books. They are also given instruction 
in the care of books. Second and third graders often have need for the use of 
encyclopedias and come to the library for help in using them. This instruction 
is done on an informal basis when the children have need for it. Fourth graders 
start formal instruction on the use of the card catalog, Dewey Decimal System, 
and reference work. This will be reviewed in fifth grade. In sixth grade a 
formal unit in library instruction is given in conjunction with a unit in English. 


Each week the first grade classes have a story hour. During the year, as 
new books are catalogued, the librarian gives "book talks" to the students in 
all grades. 


The main purpose of our library is to provide services for our elementary 
pupils, but university students make use of our library too. Each quarter 
university methods classes are given talks on the materials available in a good 
library and the services it should provide. Student teachers take collections 
of books for use in their teaching. 
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We wish to express our deep appreciation to the Teachers College Board, 
the administrative officials, the faculty, and the many friends who have 
made possible the considerable progress in library development during the 
year 1962-1963.
